4 . The admission to the course shall be on the basis 
of an entrance test and/or other procedures laid 
down by the Syndicate from time to time. 

5. (i) There shall be an Advisory Committee for the 

Centre which will be apnointed by the Syndi¬ 
cate from time to time. This will function as the 
Board of Control till such time as a regular 
Board of Control is constituted. It wilt include 
the Director of the Cent-e and five members, 
one each from the maior user d^partmen's, to 
be nominated by the Vice-Chancellor/Syndlcate. 

(H) Th- Advisory Pommittee/Board of Control shall 
process the admissions as per procedhre laid 


down in Para 4 above and submit its recom¬ 
mendations to the Dean of University Instruc¬ 
tion for approval. 

(iii) Subject to the approval of the Dealt of tMiiveisity 
Instruction the Advisory Co mm ittee/Board of 
Central shall be the authority to remove/expel 
students from the class in accordance With rule*. 

6. Every student admitted to the Diploma Course shall 
be on the rolls of the Centre nrtd shall pay such fee/s 
to the University as the Syndicate may prescribe from 
time to Lime. 

?. The Advisory Committee/Board of Control S hall 
mate recommendations to the appropriate bodies for 
their approval in all matters concerning the 
Diploma Course, Syllabi and the appointment of 
Examiners. 

8. Each course shall consist of class room instruction 
and laboratory work. There shall be five Theory- 
cum-Laboratory work Courses and a Project Report, 
each carrying 230 marks. The distribution of mark* 
in each of five Theory-cum-Laboratory work courses 
shall be as follows :

11.3 A candidate will be declared successful if he has 
qualified in each paper and has obtained 50% marks 
in the aggregate : 

(i) Those who obtain 75% or First Division with

(ii) Those who obtain 60% or First Division 

more but below 75% of the 

aggregate marks 

(iij) Those who obtain 50% or Second Division 
more but less than 60% of 
the aggregate marks 

12, A candidate who obtains 50% of the aggregate 
marks but fails only in one paper, obtaining not 
less than 25% marks in that Paper, may appears 
in a subsequent examination or examinations and if 
he passed in that paper, he shall be deemed to
